BRITISH NAVAL AIR SERVICE. 


Admiralty Announces Organization 
‘of Modern Branch. 


A despatch from London says: 
The Admiralty announces a new 
scheme for the organization of a 
naval air service, manned by offi- 
cere of the navy. Naval officers who 
have retired into civil life will be 
allowed to volunteer for limited 
periods, Civilians who have proved 
themselves to be suitably qualified 
may become officers or ‘‘air 
anics.’’ The uniform resembles that 
of the naval service, save that the 
emblem of the eagle replaces that 
of the“anchor. Candidates for a 
commission must undergo prelimi- 
nary instructions. They are then 
attached to an ‘‘air station’ or a 
seaplan. The age limit for ‘‘air 
mechanics’ is eighteen and thirty 
years. They must engage in three 
months’ training and then engage 
in four years’ service, The mem- 
bers of the new service are paid 
higher than those in the submarine 
service.

THE GROUTING MACHINE. 


How Old Buildings Are Apparently 
Turned Into- New, 


! 

Not everyone has heard of grout- 
ing, the mysterious and almost mir- 
aculous process by which old build- 
ings are restored. It is in fact a 
very simple process and as easy to 

understand as the laying on of 
| bricks. 

In its original sense grout means 
no more than gruel. In. its build- 
ing sense it is a mixture_of sand, 
cement and water sufficiently thin 
to be poured. It is not a new thing. 
It probably was used by the Ro- 
mans and has been used very much 
since in engineering work. The 
new thing is the grouting machine, 
which enables the grout to be driv- 
en into places where it cannot be 
poured, 

‘It is an extraordinary simple ma- 
chine, consisting of two parts, a} 
cylinder of compressed air, the | 
pressure being a hundred pounds 
to the square inch and a churn. A 
flexible hose connects them and 
another flexible hose with a nozzle 
leads out of the churn. That is all. 
Yet when it is at work the machine 
is as mysterious as vacuum 
cleaner. 

The dust and decayed mortar are 
blown out of the cracks between 
the stones with a jet of compressed 
air; clean water is then blown in 
to damp the masonry just enough 
to make the cement adhere. Mean- 
while the cement is put into the 
churn or grouting pan and is beat- 
en up till it is about the consist- 
ency of cream.

Frozen Cherry Custard.—Scald 
one pint of milk in a double boiler.

Stir the egg 
and sugar slowly into the hot milk, 
and continue cooking until the mix- 
ture thickens sufficiently to coat 
the spoon. Remove at once from 
the fire. Add one pint of cream 
and one tablespdonful of vanilla, 
and continue stirring until partly 
cool. When cold, begin to freeze, 
and when the mixture is half frozen 
add cupful of candied cherries 
out into «mall pieces, and finish

RADIUM CANCER CURE. 
Application Reported to Have Been 
Successful. 


What is claimed as a successful 
instance of cancer cure by the appli- 
cation of radium is reported at Lam- 
beth (England) Infirmary. The pa- 
tient, a woman of 25, was taken to 
the infirmary last July suffering 
from what was regarded as an in- 
eurable cancer in the neck, which 


& | had been developing for some years, | or continued life. 


An operation for the complete 
moval of the cancer, it is said, 
not considered practicable, and the 
medical authorities decided to try 
radium treatment. A medical offi- 
cer, describing the cure, said that 
the cancer was treated on four occa- 
sions with emanations, or rays, of 
radium contained in tubes. The 
supply was provided free of cost! 
by the Radium Institute. The | 
growth gradually decreased, and | 
eventually disappeared altogether. | 
There was no doubt, the doctor| 
added, that the case was one of! 
cancer. The young woman was dis-| 
charged from the infirmary as cur- | 
ed, and although careful observa. 
tion has been kept, no recurrence 
of the disease has been noted. It 
is necessary again to repeat the 
warning that sufficient time has not 
yet elapsed to justify the use of the 
word “cure’’ without qualification.

More Pulp and Paper 
Now Manufactured 
Canada

According to the annual builetin on 
»ulpwood consumption issued by the 
‘orestry Branch at Ottawa, the con- 

sumption of pulpwood by Canadian 
pulp-mills has increased by 28.1 se 
centin the past year. The manufac- 
ture of pulp has increased and the ex- 
rorts to th» United States, Great Brit- 
vin and China have decreased. While 
the imports have also increased, these 
torm but a small part of the total con- 
sumption of pulp. 

Canada still exports almost half of 
the palpwood she produces in the raw 
state, although these exports are being 
checked by regulations enacreed in the 
different provinces which forbid the 
export of raw, or unmanufactured, 
timber cut on Crown lands. The re- 
cent legislation in the province of 
Quebeqwhich also forbids the export 
of “raw” timber from lands granted 
to railway companies will tend to 
further decrease this economic waste. 

Altogether, 48 firms operate 65 pulp- 
mills in Canada. Quebec has 34 of these 


30 mills; Ontario, 17; Nova Scotia, 4; New 


Brunswick,-4: and British Columbia, 3. 
In addition to these active mills, re- 
ports were received at the Forestry 
Branch from 10 firms whose mills were 
idle and 5 firms with mills under con-| 
struction. E |

In selecting feeders, there is per- 
haps no point more important than 
the back. A wile, straight, strong 

| back, with a wellsprung rib, is es- 
sential. .The girth of the steer 
should be large—that is, the dis- 
tance around the body back of the 
shoulder should be as large as pos- 

| sible. This means more room. for 
| vital organs and insures a better 
constitution than is otherwise like- 
ly to prevail. Associated also with 
a large girth is a well sprung rib, 
making a wide back on which there 
is room for the deposition of a large 
quantity of high-priced meat. There 
is also greater depth of chest and 
greater digestive capacity with a 
large girth. : 

The head is an excellent index to 
the character of the feeder, because 
there iw a relationship between the 
different parts of an animal's body. 
The steer with a wide head has 
usually a good food capacity for 
putting a large amount of flesh. 
Usually the steer with a wide head 
will grow thick through the body 
and wide across the back. Width 
of muzzle is also important because 
it indicates capacity for fodd con- 
sumption and for. good breathing.

The shoulder should be even- 
oovered, compact and wide at 

@ top. While width of shoulders 
at the top is a mark of a good 
feeder, steers with extremely wide 
shoulders should not be selected for 
they are usually coarse. The shoul- 


der should, blend smoothly with the. 


neck; leaving no crease or definite 
line where the neck and shoukler 
meet. The rump should be long, 
wide and level. A drooping rump is 
undesirable. 

The coupling, that is the distance 
from the last rib to the hook,. or 
hip point, should be short in ac- 
cordance with the general compact- 
ness desired throughout. The steer 
should also be wide in this region 
and well muscled, with no indica- 
tion of being swaybacked. This is 
the region of the loin from which 
euts are taken. 

Select steers with short legs, for 
short legs increase the amount of 
offal and increasé the killing per- 
centage. Also, short-legged ani- 
male do not travel about much. 
They thus save their energy and 
use their feed for gain. A strong 
bone without coarseness is to be 
desired. Too much refinement is 
associated with a weak constitu- 
tion. 

Symmetry of outline or balancing 
of parts is a very important point 
in selecting steers. By symmetry 
is meant a general uniformity 
throughout with no part out of pro- 
portion with any other part. Depth 
of chest should be balanced = by 
depth of twist, and width of shoul- 
ders should be accompanied by 
width throughout. 

In addition to the foregoing 
points, the steer should have a pli- 
able skin of reasonable thickness, 
covered by a heayy mossy coat of 
hair. Pliability of skin and mossi- 
ness of coat indicate thrift and

We hear a lot about the 
‘simple Boer,’’ but in most instan- 
ces he can, with the help of the cun- 
ning he possesses, hold his own; 
there never was a more striking 
example of the Boer type than the 
late president, 8. J. P. Kruger. 
‘The following is a characteristic 
Kruger story: A farmer, dying, left 
his farm to be divided equally. be- 
tween his two sons. On the farm 
was an unfailing spring that both 
covetey,’-and the brothers could 
not come to an agreement about it. 

They decided to appeal to Kruger, 
and on their doing so, the president 
asked for a plan of the farm.
